Planes Destroy Jap Fleet . 


From CP, AP and BUP Dispatches 

AAF HEADQUARTERS, GUAM, July 28—The Imper- 
jal Japanese Fleet ceased to exist as a fighting force today 
és Admiral W. L. ‘Bull’ Halsey’s carrier-borne warplanes 
again roared into action, turning the Inland Sea of Japan 
into a graveyard of wrecked and burning ships, and literally 
blowing from the skies the Japanese fighter planes which 
rose to intercept them. . ° 

Caught at anchor in hastily camouflaged positions, 

without steam up, and trying to repair damage from pre- 
vious raids, the remaining vessels of the Japanese fleet 
were “sitting ducks” today in Kure harbor. 

It was the third heavy blow in a week, and when the 
Anglo-American raiders finished the attack the Japanese 
fleet was only a memory. Burning ships littered the harbor 
in every direction. Formidable battleships were sinking at 
anchor, or slowly turning turtle as water rushed into their 
stricken hulls through bomb blasted steel plates, On all sides 
the destruction of the fleet was complete, and returning 
pilots say that it will never take to the sea again in any 
+ capacity. 

A force of nearly two thousand 
planes took off from the carriers 
of the off-shore fleet in the murky 
dawn this morning. Wave after 
wave of bombers, fighters and 
fighter bombers circled the fleet, 
flew into formation, and then 
headed for the Inland Sea

Political Clowning 


It is unfortunate that the business of 
Canada, notably the long-awaited cabinet 
reorganization, should have to be held up 
because a prospective candidate has ap- 
peared against Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King in Glengarry. 

It is, of course, the constitutional pre- 
rogative of any qualified citizen to seek 
public office in opposition to anybody. No 
one quarrels, then, with the candidature 
of Dr. Richard Monahan on this ground 
Nor is it wholesome, as a genera] rule, for 
any candidate to achieve public office with- 
out some opportunity for an expression of 
opinion from those who are opposed to 
him 

But this is a*special case. Mr. Macken- 
zie King is going to be prime minister in 
any event. And the sooner he is accorded 
a seat in the Commons, the sooner will he 
begin to function without restrictions 

The official parties have recognized this 
fact and with the decision of the Social 
Credit party to enter no candidate in Glen- 
garry the plan becomes unanimous. Lead- 
ers of these parties realize that the coun- 
try has already given a verdict on Mr. 
King’s leadership and any rebuke offered 
in Glengarry would be gratuitous and 
meaningless in a national way. 

The news stories which have been writ- 
ten about Dr. Monahan depict him as an 
amusing but somewhat naive character. It 
is too bad that his penchant or the pen- 
hant of his backing group for political 
clowning should have to retard the orderly 
development of Canadian national affairs
